On this Solemnity of the Most Holy Body and Blood of Christ, our Gatherings of Grace Core Team 
wishes to share with you these reflections and Scriptural references to the Eucharist: 

The Eucharist is sacred time in a sacred space—a chance to take time out to pray, and a reminder of 
God's presence among us. 

In John 6:4,11-14, Jesus performs the miracle of multiplying the loaves on the eve of the Passover. This 
was prophesied in the Old Testament (2 Kings 4:43), and foreshadows the infinite heavenly bread—the 
Body and Blood of Christ. 

The Eucharist is a meal shared by people as a sign of their friendship with one another in Christ. 

In 1 Corinthians 10:18, Paul is saying we are what we eat. We are not partners with a symbol. We are 
partners with the one actual body. In Matthew 19:6, Jesus says a husband and wife become one flesh, 
consummated in the life-giving union of the marital act. This union of marital love, which reflects 
Christ's union with the Church, is physical and spiritual. Thus, when Paul says we are a part of Christ's 
body (Ephesians 1:22-23; 5:23, 30-31; Colossians 1:18, 24), he means that our union with Christ is 
physical as well as spiritual. But our union with Christ can only be physical if he gives us of himself in 
a physical way. Thus, he gives us his Body and Blood to consume. 

The Eucharist challenges us to live our Catholic faith every day, especially by working for justice 
and peace, and serving those in need—just as Jesus did. 

Jesus says in Matthew 18:2-5 that unless we become like children we will not enter the kingdom of 
God. We must believe Jesus' words with childlike faith. Because Jesus says this bread is his flesh, we 
believe this by faith, even though it surpasses our understanding. And in 2 Peter 1:4 we are reminded 
that we partake of his divine nature most notably in the Eucharist—a sacred family bond where we 
become one.

Scripture 

■ The Lord your God, who brought forth water for you from the flinty rock and fed you in the 
desert with manna. (Deuteronomy 8:16) 

■ With the best of wheat he fills you. (Psalm 147:14) 

■ The cup of blessing that we bless, is it not a participation in the blood of Christ? (1 Corinthians 
10:16) 

■ Unless you eat the flesh of the Son of Man and drink his blood, you do not have life within 
you... For my flesh is true food, and my blood is true drink. (John 6:53-55) 

Reflection 

■ Is becoming fully human possible outside of a community? 

■ Is being Christian an individual event or a community event? 

■ Is participation in the Sacrament of Eucharist an individual or 
community event? 

We tend to think of individual human beings as unconnected until ti 
choose to become connected, either because it is useful or because of 

some natural attraction. But there is an important biblical alternative to this interpretation, in many 
ways countercultural. We are all children of the same God, with the same earth as our common home. 
We are inter-related and inter-dependent. We have no choice about whether we live in relationship. 
Our only choices are whether we tell the truth about our social existence and whether we live in ways 
that redeem the relational web that is always and forever the matrix of our becoming. 

Being in the Body of Christ is a way of being in the world with one another and with Christ. The Body 
of Jesus in daily life, in the Easter event, in who we are, in who we become, in the Eucharist—all these 
belong together in the total meaning of the Body of Christ. 1
